THE WAR: 


Diplomatic Front 


As September died, U. S. corre- 
spondents visiting Germany’s Sieg- 
fried line found idyllie peace (see 
WESTERN FRONT). The war was 
being fought elsewhere, in London, 
Berlin and Paris, but chiefly in Mos- 
cow where Dictator Josef Stalin was 
teaching Adolf Hitler the danger of 
playing with fire. Signed by the 
Nazi-Soviet second men, foreign 
Ministers Joachim von Ribbentrop 
and Viacheslav Molotov were 
treaties (1) pledging ‘‘necessary 
measures” if Britain and France re- 


fused Adolf Hitler’s peace, (2) par-- 


titioning Poland to give the Reich a 
bigger slice than under the original 
military demarcation, and (3) stim- 
ulating trade between the two na- 
tions. ; 


Joachim von Ribbentrop returned 
to Berlin in high spirits, handing 
Boss Hitler the weapon of Russian 
co-operation with which he hoped to 
force peace upon the allies. But 
Herr Von Ribbentrop had paid dear- 
ly for this weapon, and the allies 
were not entirely displeased. The

Third: Russia 
could not be expected to give the 
Reich much immediate economic 
help, becayse her own mobilized 
armies require first attention.

allies were ready to ignore the 
peace offer Adolf Hitler extended

Produces Clash ‘of Ambitions 


by Joseph W. 


Highly paternal for:trade reasons, 
the U. S. dared not take a lead to 
force its excitable southern neigh- 
bors into an iron-clad defense pol- 
icy. The result was much talking 
and little decision. For example, 
the U. S. offered a plan to patrol 
the seas within a neutral zone sur- 
rounding the entire hemisphere, 
from which belligerent actions 
would be barred, But Argentina in- 
sisted belligerent submarines might 
refuel in an American port if they 
entered on the surface and flying 
their national flag. Result: Each 
nation may treat submarines as it 
wishes. 


Delegates found themselves 
stumped on still another issue, that 
of defining uniform neutrality rights 
and obligations of neutrals and bel- 
ligerents. Since U. S. neutrality is 
the keystone of hemispherical neu- 
trality, and since U. S. neutrality 
was even then being thrashed out 
in congress (See DOMESTIC), the 
Pan-American conference satisfied 
itself with generalities. 


DOMESTIC: 


Congress 

Simple enough in early phases of 
neutrality discussion was the propo- 
sition of lifting the arms embargo, 
restricting U. S. ships from bellig- 
erent zones and holding belligerent 
credits to 90 days. But when hair- 
splitting starts, it is hard to stop. 
As congress opened debate on the 
issue, administration forces claimed 
65 senators (16 better than a ma- 
jority) favoring cash and carry neu- 
trality. But many an administra- 
tion supporter soon found himself 
just as bellicose as Isolationists 
Nye, Borah and Lundeen. 


Typical was Colorado’s Edwin C. 
Johnson. Though he favored lifting 
the embargo, the 90-day credit 
clause stuck in his throat: ‘“‘There 
is nothing to keep an individual 
in a belligerent country from buy- 
ing in large quantities and turning 
the goods over to the government.” 
Thus he and many another sena- 
tor wanted 90-day restrictions en- 
forced against not only the warring 
nations but their residents as well.

RELIEF: 


Wrong Tree? 


Since 1933 administration of com- 
munity relief problems has shifted 
from local to state and federal 
hands. Thesis: A few large relief 
agencies could handle the*work with 
less total cost, and with more 
trained efficiency than could many 
smaller agencies. One result has 
been a boost in federal taxes, while 
in many cases local and state levies 
either remained static or went 
down. 


Some observers decry such fed- 
eral “‘paternalism,” insisting relief 
must go back to local hands. Oth- 
ers insist efficient federal relief ad- 
ministration should be a permanent 
U. S. function. One foe of ‘“‘pater- 
nalism’’ is the U. S. chamber of 
commerce, whose President W. Gib- 
son Carey Jr., has just taken on 
his shoulders a tough assignment. 
The job: To discourage, through 


ceptance of and request for federal 
funds to be used for local benefits. 


Agreeing that the campaign was 
thoroughly commendable, many a 
foe of high spending nevertheless 
wondered if it might not be barking 
up the wrong tree. It was hard to 
picture a city ‘refusing federal 
grants for which its citizens were 
paying their share of U. S. taxes, 
thus allowing another municipality 
to reap the benefits. A potentially 
more successful attack: To stem 
the flow of money at its source, via 
tax revision. oie eet
